THE LELAND HOTEL FERE 



Further Details of the Awful Con- 
flagration Which Resulted 
so Fatally. 



Incidents Connected With tho Rescue 
of the Inmates Hcart-Rcuding 
in the Extreme. 

Tho Firemen's Efforts Greatly Re- 
tarded by Electric Wires-- 
Enmors of Incendiarism. 

Syracuse, N.Y., Oct. 16, — As fuller 
details of the burning of tho Loland 
Hotel come out, tho conflagration was 
ovon more torriblo in its results than was 
telegraphed early this morning. 

So grunt is tho confusion ttlld excite- 
ment that the identity of those killed and 
injured is wholly unknown. Undertakers 
and ambulances are Hying in all direc- 
tions and the streets in tho neighborhood 
of the ill-futod hotel aro thronged with 
an excited crowd of people. 

Frank Carey, of Glen Falls, N.Y., has 
been identified as one of thoso burned to 
death. Many people, crazed with fright, 
lost their lives in jumping from the' win- 
dows. 

One man says he saw tix people jump 
from different windows on tha Fayette 
street side of tho building within the 
space of four minutes, and tho sight sick- 
ened him with its horrors so that ho wa3 
obliged to leave the spot. 

The building was provided with both 
iron lire-escapes on the outside and ropes 
on the inside, which wero means of sav- 
ing many lives. 

Burnet Forbes, a stock broker of this 
city, escaped into the street almost naked. 
Ho was slightly injured about tho shoul- 
ders. 

One woman was found with a babo iu 
her arms crouched in tho stairway, where 
she had been overcome by the smoko. 
Sho was removed by the firemen, but 
has not yet regained consciousness, and 
it is impossible to Day what hsr name or 
residence is. 

The tiro is said to have started in tho 
kitchen. The building will bo a total 
loss. It was built two years ago at a cost 
of §150,000. It is six stories high and 
contained 400 rooms. It is impossible tn 
learn how many guests wore in tho hotel 
at tho timo tho tire broke out. The total 
loss will bo half a million. 

Among those injured is Cora Tanner, 
the actress, who was sovonly burned 
about tho head and feet. Sho was play- 
ing an engagement at tho Grand Opera 
house and had a room at the hotel. 

Every physician in Syracuse is yu the 
ground. Most of thoso killed wore on 
tho fourth and fifth floorr. 

The incidents connected with tho rescue 
of tho inmates are heart-rending in tho 
extreme. The cries of the women stand- 
ing in tho upper windows, and of tho 
horrified crowd below were deafening, 
and, added to the constant roar of many 
lire engines, created a Babel of confusion 
atid panicky excitement in and around 
tho hotel. Newspaper representatives 
are endeavoring wi h all tho energy at 
their command to obtain substantial lists 
of thoso who lost their lives, but have 
met with little success. 

At 1:12 a.m. a man and woman were 
seen locked in each other's arms in a 
window mi the fifth Hour, at the north- 
east corner of the building. Below them 
was a perfect sea of Haines. No possi- 
bility of escape, except by tho window, 
was open to them, and that seemed inev- 
itable death. No assistant o could reach 
them, The woman seemed to bo anxi' 
oils to jump, but her husband earnestly 
entreated her to desist. Tho crowd 
below waited with bated breath. The 
woman made one last effort to leap, was 
restrained by tho husband, and tho cry 
of the crowd signaled tho awful end that 
must have befallen them as they fell 
backward into the room into a mass of 
flames. 

At a window on the fourth floor, al- 
most directly under this, a woman was 
surrounded on all sides in the interior of 
the room by lierco (lamCB. Sho seemed 
irresolute as to whether to jump to tho 
pavement or to face tho fiery foe that was 
fast encroaching on her life. She stepped 
upon the sill and placed her hands above 
her head. Tho people in the street be- 
low shuddered and turned their faces to 
shut out the horrible sight that must 
moot their gaze should the woman jump 
to the ground. She seemed to bo with- 
held by either a fear or a feeling that 
escape would come from some source. 
She stepped down from tho sill into tho 
room, but remained at tho window but 
an inStAnt, when the room became en 
veloped in flames and she sank back from 
view. 

The frightful shrieks of I ho guests and 
the crackle of the flames could bo hoard 
for blocks. The building burned bo 
rapidly that most of the people in the 
upper story wero obliged to use tho fire 
escapes or jump for their liven. 

A woman appeared at a window in a 
room on the north side with a buby in 
her anus. Her pitiful cries for help 
wore heard until flames gathered around. 
The firemen tried in vain to raise a 
ladder on this sido of the building. Tho 
woman was told to throw out a rope or 
jump from the window. Sho threw out 
a ropo, and as she was climbing out of 
tho window the flames enveloped her and 
sho fell back into the building and 
perished. 

Seven or eight men and children 
jumped from tho upper storioB ou to a 
shed in the roar of the hotel. At one 
timo sevon persons wore struggling to- 
gether mi the shed, which hail already 
caught fire from the (lying sparks, The 
victims wero soon to tear off thoir under- 
garments that had caught lire. 

One woman lay on tho ground where 



sho had fallen, tearing hor hair from her 
head. Her hair had caught firo and it 
was with dilllculty that tho flames wero 
subdued. Sho, together with others who 
had jumped from thu rear windows, was 
picked up and carried on a stretcher to a 
saloon in tho neighborhood. In this 
saloon several persons lay on tables and 
cushions in all positions. 

One of tho women was Annio Schwartz, 
a laundry girl employed in the hotel. 
Sho was rescued from tho roar of tho 
fourth floor by a colored man who had 
alroady saved several others. 

Tho door? of Gray Bros.' slloo factory 
across tho streot wero smashed in and 
several persons carried there on stretch- 
ers. Tho police ollico was turned into a 
hospital, and patrol wagons into ambu- 
lances. 

One of tho most frightful incidents of 
tho firo was tho terrible death of a woman 
who jumped from tho fifth storey. Sov- 
oral policemen stood on tho sidewalk 
holding nets ready to catch tho guests as 
they jumped. Two persons, a man and 
a woman, jumped into ono of tho nets at 
tho same time, and escaped with broken 
limbs. Tho next to jump was a woman, 
who appeared in a window on tho fifth 
storey in hor night clothes. Sho leaped 
out of the window, and missing tho not 
was dashed to pieces on tho stono Bid 
walk. Sho was picked up and removed 
to tho morgue. 

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

Syracuse, N. Y. , Oct. 16.— The scenes 
and incidents of the fire are almost number- 
less. E. J. Johnston, of New York, inun- 
ager for Ovide Musin, tho celebrated violin- 
est, was found at four o'clock this morning, 
tho only things he saved being his cork leg, 
patent leather shoes and night-shirt. John- 
ston lives in Brooklyn. Ho tells a graphic 
story of his own experience. "I occupied 
room ,'t7, on tho top floor, of the Leland 
last night," he said. " 1 was in bed when 
the fire broke out, but had my gus burning. 
It was a court room, arid it was not long he- 
fore the (lames fairly hummed up through 
that area. I managed to BBCltre my money 
and watch, and, not unmindful of my arti- 
ficial leg, I went to tho window to see how 
bad the lire was, and when I 
raised the sash tha flames leaped 
in, and I hustled. The first people I 
encountered when I reached the hall wero 
Mr. Dwyer, of the Cora runner company, 
and a servant girl. We kept together, 
groping our wuy through the suffocating 
smoko for what seemed an hour. We 
heard the shouts of the fireman directing us 
to the stairs. It seemed as if we all jumped 
instead of walked downstairs. All I hud on 
was my night shirt. I ran over to the New 
Yotk Central railway station and threo 
kindly disposed agents in the employ of the 
road supplied mo with this outfit. Mr. 
Johnston lost $1,000 worth of contracts for 
the appearance of Musin in different parts 
of the country. He saved $140 in money 
and his watch. Mr. Johnston attracted 
much attention as he made his way from 
lloor to floor on one leg, for he carried his 
artificial ono on bis arm. Ho was offered 
assistance by several gents but declined it, 
telling them to look out for the ladies firtt. 

Sheriff Johnson tells this story : " It 
was an awful night, and I hope 1 will never 
see the like again. One woman stood at 
the head window from the corner on the 
fifth lloor, and called piteously for help. 
With u dozen other Dion, I tried to put up 
a ladder to her, but the only one 1 could 
get hold of was too short. We were help- 
less to reach her, ami while we debated 
which way to turn a sudden gust of flame 
ignited her night dress and set fire to her 
hair, which hung looBcly over her shoulders, 
and with a shriek and cry of 'Oreat God I' 
she threw up her hands and sank back; j n 
tho lire." 

George Burrows, son of the superintend- 
ent (if the western division of the New 
York Central road, and manager of the Buf- 
falo Printing Ink Co., was in room 110. 
When aroused by the smoke and flumes 
bursting through his door, he threw his 
valise out of the window, uncoiled a fire es- 
cape rope and in an instant lie swung out 
for life, us he says. As he did so, u woman 
came whirling through the air from the 
lloor above, and went crashing down on to 
the roof below and was killed. Just at that 
moment, there was a hitch in the rope, ami 
it would not uncoil any further. The flumes 
were shooting out of the window above. In- 
stantly the nipt: burned in two, and I toll to 
the roof, str uck on my right leg ami jarred 
rny back so that I couldn't move. My 
hands were very badly lacerated. Some of 
the firemen picked uie up and carried me 
down the ladder. 

Assistant Chief Engineer Jackel set a 
tipiud of firemen at work west of the hotel 
court. The men had been ut work an hour 
when the wall fell, partly burying John 
Howlett, hosoman of engine No. 4, be- 
neath tho ruins. He was gut out and sent 
to St. Joseph's hospital. His left check 
was crushed and the side of his head so 
badly cut that it is thought, that he cannot 
live. John Dunn had his right foot crushed 
by the fulline; of the wall and was taken 
home. tTroman Theo. Gruthior, whose face 
was burned, was released from duty. En- 
gineer Riley, of the fire department, says 
that the greatest, obstacle was the net work 
of the wires. It took some time to cut 
them, and tho electric light wirci kept 
shooting out sparks, making it dangerous 
for one to get near them. 

The telegraph companies, from 2:50 
o'clock this morning, sent 300 dispatches 
announcing to friends the safety of guests. 

The young man iu charge of the elevator 
stuck to his post with greut bravory until 
the elevator was on lire and the flames shot 
up through the shaft from top to bottom. 
Until then he kept the elevator running to 
tho fifth floor, ami brought down many who 
would doubtless have perished had ho not 
stuck to his post. 

Dick Perry, of the insurance firm of 
Unwell it Terry, was on the scene as 
sunn as any one, outside of the police 
and fire department. He says he 
made a personal investigation, and from 
what lie saw he believes the place was set 
oil lire, for the lire started in u hack room 
where u lot of grease wus stored. " A sky- 
light was over thu place," lie said, "and 
the flames leiipud through it into a sort ol 
well which served as a conductor to carry 
the tiro to the guests' rooms, which opened 
out upon it on tho various floors." At the 
Globe hotel lire, too, Perry wus quickly on 
the scene and declares that the lire started 
from the grease in the kitchen In precisely 
the same manner as at the Leland, and he 
believes both places were set on lire in pre- 
cisely the same manner by some person or 



persons employed in tho hotels. A rigorous 
investigation will bo made. 

the uunts. 
The fact became known late this after- 
noon that there wero at least two bodies 
buried beneath the ruins of the Leland 
hotel. One of them is that of Mary Padden, 
a servant, who jumped from a sixth story 
window at the rear of tho burning building. 
The other is that of Mary Doyle, who is 
supposed to have perished in tho Humes. 
She was employed at tho hotel with her two 
sisters, Bridget and Mattie. Bridget 
jumped from a sixth story beforo the 
firemen could get a net in the right 
position, ~ and was killed instantly. 
Mattie also jumped, hut was caught in the 
net and escaped with broken arms and u 
fracture of the right leg. Nothing is known 
definitely as to the manner of Mary's death. 
All that is certain is that she in missing, and 
what renin ins of her body is lying some- 
where underneath tho muss of fallen bricks. 
Nothing has been done us yet towards tear- 
ing away the wreck. The Bhuft of the main 
elevator, and portions of the wall on the 
northeast side, are still standing, and 
they will have to be torn down before the 
work can he prosecuted with safety. Streams 
of water wero kept pouring on the smoking 
ruins through the greater part of tho day. 
Towards evening a heavy rain set in and is 
still failing. The removal of the debris 
will, it is said, begin in the morning under 
the direction of the commissioner of public 
works, and the city's entire force of laborers 
will assist in the work. The opinion is 
pretty general that the charred remains of 
more bodies than thoso mentioned will he 
found in the wreck. Of the persons injured 
in the firo it is (eared that some of them, all 
servants at tho hotel, will die.

Their motive for flight was a wish to ap- 
peal on behalf of their unhappy brethetn 
at home to the 8,000,000 Irish 
in America. Tho people of America 
wero greatly interested in Ireland, 
and he thought the trip would be successful. 
" We need money," continued Mr. Dillon, 
to curry on the struggle against the land- 
lords; to assist the unhappy tenants who 
aro perishing with hunger, and to build- 
houses for the evicted families. The gov- 
ernment aimed to deprive the people of these 
resources; therefore wo did not hesitate 
to (lee from the grasp of justice. We expect 
to embark on the steamer La Bretagne from 
Havre on Saturday, Oct. ISth, and remain- 
ing four months in America, we will return 
to England nml surrender ourselves. We 
have been prisoners so often," laughingly 
continued Mr. Dillon, " that a few months 
in jail, more or less, cannot frighten us. 
\\ e look with confidence to tho general 
e ' p .ction and tho triumph of Gladstone, who 
will give Irishmen the liberty that has been 
promised."

THE SEALING QUESTION. 

Illegal Hunting Said to be Threaten- 
ing 1 the Death of tho Sealing 
Industry. 





Good Catch by American Sealers- 
Sixty Thousand Seals Said to 
llaye been Captured Illegally. 



Washington, Oct. 10.— A despatch re- 
ceived at the Treasury Department from 
Special Agent Cott, in charge of the seal 
island fisheries, is of a most discouraging 
character. It states that poaching has beea 
carried on this season to such an extent as 
actually to threaten tho death of tho seal- 
ing industry as a sourco of revenue to the 
United States in future, if persisted in to 
the same extent next season, and endanger- 
ing its very existence. Because of tho alarm- 
ing extent to which poaching has been car- 
ried on, tho number of seals allowed to be 
captured by the North American Commer- ' 
eiai company, which holds the lease of St. 
Oeorge and St. Paul Islunds was limited by 
the Treasury Department to 20.000 this 
season, though their contract calls for 80,000, 
It is estimuted by tho Treasury Department 
officials, familiar with operations in Behring 
Sea, that fully GO.OOO seals havo been cap- 
tured unlawfully this season. These seals 
are shot in tho open sea, and not more than 
one in six ahot is secured. This would re- 
present a slaughter of 300,000 seals, which 
havo been wantonly killed und whose skins 
have never been recovered. It is not 
thought that the sealing industry can lonR 
withstand this slaughter, as tho seals are 
killed indiscriminately without regard to 
age, sex or the breeding season. At 
tliis timo the only revenue cutter, tho 
Bear, is at oeul Island. Tho Hush arrived 
to-day at San Francisco und the Corwin is 
now in Port Townsend. Several naval ves- 
sels are still in tho legion of the seal is- 
lands, but pending diplomatic negotiations 
between the United States and Great 
Britain in regard to the fisheries question 
generally, both on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coastB, little aggressive action has been 
taken by the naval officers for fear of fur- 
ther complicating the situation. In the 
meantime the seals aro fast disappearing 
from Behricg's Sea.

"Itcclproclly In TnrlnT." ^ 

MONTREAL, Oct. 15.— According to gov- 
ernment officials the intelligence from vari- 
ous provinces indicate that there is a strong 
feeling among business men in this country 
in favor'of Canada adopting a high tarilf in 
order to practically exclude American pro- 
ducts, both raw und manufactured, Tho 
Dominion last year, imported meals, grain, 
flour and other food from the United States 
at a cost of over SI I COO.OOO. By adopting 
prohibitory duties. Canada, leading conser- 
vatives assert, will create a home market 
for her own farmers. Thu utterances of 
Hon. Mr. Foster indicate that the duties on 
manufactured articles will, if necessary, bo 
further increased in order to protect Can- 
adian manufacturers. Sir John Macdonald 
is tho author of an epigram which says that 
" if there cannot be reciprocity in natural 
and manufactured products, there must be 
reciprocity in tariff." 

A iii-rotc Rescue. 

Halifax, Oct. 15. — A thrilling story is 
that of the rescue of four men remaining ou 
the wreck of the bark Mehnorby, which 
stranded at Little Harbor while on a voy- 
age from Quebec to Greennock with lum- 
ber, from which the captain, first and sec- 
ond officers und 12 men wero drowned. All 
day yesterday a crowd on the beach watched 
the poor unfortunates on the crumbling 
wreck, but were powerless to effect or even 
attempt to rescue them. Two men ro- 
mained on shore all night und occasionally 
waved lanterns to show the mariners that

many people assembled to make an attempt/ 
at a rescue. A boat was launched with, a 
volunteer crew consisting of Captain G. P. 
Graham, David Franzer, W. D. Mc- 
Lean, James S. MoG lasher of Big 
Island und a Disconce man. The 
brave fellows fought a terrible battle with 
the waves, but eventually reached tho 
wreck, when a mighty cheer from the anxious 
watchers on the shore went up. Olio by 
ono tho exhausted and benumbed ship- 
wrecked men were lowered into tho boat, 
and after a second desperate battle with tho 
breakers the boat was safely landed. Tho 
work was faoilicatod by the use of oil. Two 
of the rescued men were sick, and one hail 
hud his shoulder broken. The rescued men 
were seamen Kane and Evans, the steward, 
und the captain of the schooner which went 
to supply tlio bark with provisions, who was 
unable to regain his own vessel. The vessel 
is now fast breaking up. 

Wbat was Ibe Matter t 

Last night at 10:20 o'clock, John Wood 
was arrested by Officer McDonald for being 
drunk on Government street. At 10:25, 
Officer Walker roped in Matthew Sullivan, 
whom he found on Fisgard street lying 
with various cuts and bruises; at 11:50, 
Ollicers Huwton and McDonald got hold of 
on# William McNulty, who .vas also cut 
and wounded, with stabs about tho face 
and temples. From information which has 
been received there is reason to believe that 
these three men quarrelled, and a fight 
With knives was the result. What thu 
proof will develop is not yet known.

THE IRISH FAMINE BOOM. 

The Movement In the States Is More Political 
Tlian I'hilauthroflc. 

. London Times of Oct. 2. 

The fall elections in America are closa 
at hand, and the party bosses ami wire 
pullers of all sor s are busy diligently cul- 
tivating the various interests on which 
the composition of the now house of re- 
presentatives depends. Now that gigantic 
electioneering job, the McKinley bill, is 
out of the way, the astute personages 
whose trade is to manipulate the elector- 
ate of the «rci\t republic have turned their 
attontion to the Irish vote. The first 
fruits of their labors is the highly charac- 
teristic document which we publish this 
morning. Bjth psrtios are keenly alive 
to the importance of exhibiting their ^af- 
fection for Ireland in the brief interval 
that remains before the Irish managers 
march their well drilled squadrons to the 
polls, and an ex-president from each lends 
his name to the American committee for 
the relief of the famine in Ireland. 

Under ordinary circumstances the mem- 
bers of that body might have waited to 
got some of the impending calamity from 
this side of tho Atlantic. Britain is a good 
deal nearer to the congested districts than 
New York, and we assure this partv of 
American politicians and journalists that 
the famine with which they hope to angle 
for the Irish vote has not yet been heard 
of here outside the columns of Mr. I'ar- 
ueH's papers. 

Withal, philanthropic Americans, how- 
ever, might have learned from their Par- 
nellito papers that there is an executivo 
government in Ireland that is primarily 
responsible for tho lives of its subjects. 
Tho agitators themselves are never weary 
of dwelling on this fact, and there is aw- 
ful evidencd that tho Irish executive is 
fully alive to the real possibilities of tho 
situation, and is fully able to cope witli 
them as they may arise. Truths so ob- 
noxious, it might bo fancied, could hardly 
fail to escape tho attention of two ox- 
presidents and the shrewd advisers who 
surround them, or to suggest to these ex- 
perienced men of business the desir- 
ability of making sure there is a famine 
before starting a committee to relieve 
it The imminence of the olections, how- 
ever, necessarily overrules considerations 
of this kind. Alma, to bo effective at the 
polls, must be prompt, and although tho 
Parnellists find December as the earliest 
period at which the distress will then be- 
come acute, tho American committee are 
anxious that dollars bo lodged without 
delay, and that subscriptions bo duly 
trumpeted in the newspapers before the 
Irish American citizens bo called upon to 
sottio whethor the Democrats or the Ite- 
publicans are tho true fnond3 of Ireland. 
Tho appeal of tho committee, with splen- 
did consistency, ignores tho existence of 
this country, its government and its 
people, and persists in treating Ireland 
as though the fondest aspirations of tho 
Glan-na-Gael wero accomplished and Dub- 
lin was already the capital of an indepen- 
dent power, wholly dissevered from 
Groat Britain and knit by ties of blood, 
friondship and political alliance to the 
States. 

Tho authors of this remarkable mani- 
festo, in feverish haato to anticipate tho 
coming elections, have forgotten that a 
very large number of persons in this 
island are eager to grant every demand 
Irishmen can make, and that no party, 
creod or section of the people of Great 
Britain evor displayod indifference to tho 
aulforings of its subjects. Do Mr. Wil- 
son and his frionds soberly imagine thoy 
can persuado America that tho English 
people, whoso magnificence in all good 
works iB known to the end of the world, 
would tolerate tho shame of seoing thoir 
own follow-citizens suffer hunger un- 
relieved? Evory country in Europo lias, 
in turn, owned tho help of England's 
lavish hand — Lndia, China, America, too, 
have appealed to us in distress. When 
has any land, causo, or people appealed 
in vain 7 Is it to bo supposed that to tho 
distress of Ireland alone the charity of 
Britain iB closed? The transparent 
truth, of course, in that tho franiors of 
this impudent, mendacious document are 
bont, not on charity, but electioneering. 

Wo gladly acknowledge that in 1846 
and 18d0 the American people displayed 
a noble charity towards our Irish fellow- 
countrymen. We do not doubt their 
readiness to give froely again in tho same 
causo should contributi ons unhappily he 
required ; but the men who gave most, 
largely to Ireland in the days of her need 
wore not politicians nor journalists, who 
parade their benevolence on the platform, 
but unostentatious private citizens, who 
lovo to do good in secret, 

Tho appeal of tho American committee 
is couched in the usual turgid magnilo 
quenoo of trans-Atlantic electioneering 
literature. This is all very Btirring, but 
there aro thirty-two counties in Ireland, 
.and the moat tho American committee, 



inflamed by politics and philanthropy 
combined, can allege is that tho potato 
crop is below the average in part of one 
county and has totally failed in tho poor- 
er districts of fivo others. Two of the 
newspapers which have helped to start 
this bogus famino adviso that tho move- 
ment be kept without political or other 
outside significance. The admonitions of 
tho journals in question are not super- 
fluous. 



A FUNERAL OUTRAOE. 

The Difficulties Whlcb, Through tho Drunken- 
ness of tho Qruve-Dltrgers, Attended a 
Nanaimo Interment. 

Deaths and burials are always, and 
naturally so, the occasion of much pain 
and grief to tho surviving relatives. 
But to have tho sad circumstances aggra- 
vated by the unpardonable conduct of 
tho parties who havo been oflicially 
charged to prepare the last resting places, 
cannot but materially add to tho suffering 
that has already been caused. Accord- 
ing to tho Nanaimo Free * Press, a plot 
was marked out for a grave in the 
cemetery at that placo on Sunday morn- 
ing last, and at !) o'clock on Tuesday 
morning it had been sunk about 2\ feet, 
but at threo o'clock, tho hour fixed for 
the interment, nothing more had been 
done, because the grave-digger had got 
drunk. Indeed, he was so drunk that 
tho undertaker was compelled to send 
him away, tho last coremonios boing com- 
pleted with tho body above ground. Two 
other men were at once sent for to finish 
tho work, but they also proved to bo 
ardent worshippers at tho shrine of 
Bacchus, on which account, at half-past 
nine o'clock, when a member of tho 
family visited the placo, he discovered 
that the grave had not been finished, and 
tho coffin lay where it had been previ- 
ously left. Finally, tho city clerk 
secured a digger, and, with tho 
assistance of members of the family, 
whose feelings wero further harrowed up 
by being Bent for, tho neglected remains 
wore laid under ground. The unfortun- 
ate circumstance has raised considerable 
fooling against tho authorities, who should 
novor havo entrusted the work to men in 
whom they had not tho utmost confidence 
Whatever it may havo been — parsimony 
or otherwise — it is held that there must 
bo a change of policy, so that the grave- 
yard shall not bo left in the hands of 
men who have neither respect for them- 
selves nor for the ordinary decencios and 
proprieties. 

THE CATTLE TRADE- 

Lato advices from Liverpool indicate 
that there has not been any improvement 
in the English market, finest steors bring- 
ing I2c, while at Montreal, with a scar- 
city of choice butchers' stock, export 
cattle, which tiro abundant, sold at 4c. 
and 4|c. for choice, with poor 2hc. and 
;ic. Values in Winnipeg ranged from 
2c. and .'lc. , but very few brought tho top 
price. Tho drop in prices is Mtribu'ed 
to the incroased stocks in Alberta and 
tho Northwest. However, the wholesale 
prices in this city and province continue 
very high, tho cattlemen having appar- 
ently made up thoir minds to ci ncortedly 
exact high figures. It is contended that 
in view of the value of Northwest cattle 
on tho spot they ought to be much cheap- 
er hero. Indeed, with such favorablo 
freights as tho CP. It. might afford, from 
tho analogy of rates East, there ought to 
bo a very material reduction in thu values 
of stock hero, and, at tho samo time, with 
groator profits to tho Northwest ranchers 
than thoy aro now making. The hopo is 
expressed that the railway authorities 
will mako a break i: this direction, thus 
realizing to a groator oxtont the anticipa- 
tions of thoao who expected such great 
things from the establishment of a Cana- 
dian transcontinental railway.

The Winnipeg Commercial draws atten- 
tion to a paragraph which lias been going 
the rounds, that there are no flour mills in 
British Columbia. "This," it says, "is a 
mistake*, there being a rollor flour mill a' 
Endorby, south of Sicamous station, on the 
line of the C.P.R., which has been in exist- 
ence for several years, and is now controlled 
by R. P. Rithet, of Victoria. The mill has 
u capacity of 100 barrels per day and does a 
good trade. Flour is shipped to tho coast 
markets. Wheat equal to the Manitoba ar- 
ticle can ho grown in the district, as the 
mill is located in the dry interior climate. 
Manitoba hard wheat has been brought in 
for seed. A mill was established nt Nicola, 
about a year ago, and another fine rollei 
mill, with a capacity of 200 barrels per 'lay, 
has been established this year by Hull, 
Ross & Co., at Victoria, There aro also 
threo or four old style stone mills, including 
ono at Saanioh, netir Victoria, owned by 
Braokmun & Ker, in connection with which 
there its an oatmeal mill ; one at Chilliwhack 
and ouo nt Qucsnol. "

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WHO ARE THE DISSENTERS? 

. r< L V lm Editor:— In your report of 
the Episcopalian Synod, now in session in 
this city, a Rov. Mr. Taylor is credited 
mill tho following statement with, regard 
ti> the religious ' services at tho Jubiloo 
Hospital: ''That for months the dis- 
senters liad boon holding iiftornoun sor 
vices, mid it hud been his custom to hold 
service thero nt 11 o'clock in the morn- 
'"!?• Ho hoped that when tho Church of 
'England tuok up tho mutter, as it -was 
now proposed to do, the zeal of tho dis- 
aentors would flag, aa two services were 
more than the inmates could bear." Tho 
gross impertinence of thatBpeoehrequir.. 
to bo rebuked, and it is a great pity that 
thoro was not found in the Synod either fi 
clergyman or layman with the good 
breeding or good semso to put Mr. Taylor 
right, and inform him of the true relation 
of his own denomination to tho other 
branches of the Christian Church in tho 
city. 

In the first place Bishop Hill and tho 
other clergy are well aware that the Hos- 
pital Services havo been conducted for 
years by tho clergy of the Reform eel 
Episcopal, the Methodist and Presby- 
terian Churches, and it is only siueo tlio 
building of the now hospital that they 
have shown any desire to provide for tho 
spiritual wants of tho pation's. Whether 
their motives are such as ought to animal o 
a Christian body, it is not for me to say, 
but certainly the way in which they have 
gone about the matter savors of denomi- 
national arrogance rather than of Chris- 
tian zeal. The churches hitherto con- 
ducting the services have no desire to 
monopolize the work, but have all along 
been willing to come to an understanding 
to divide the services in an equitable 
manner, so that the inmate* might havo 
the opportunity of joining occasionally in 
the services of their own church, and on 
other days tho delight of testifying to tho 
essential unity of the evangelical church- 
es. Mr. Taylor hopes tho zeal of the dis- 
senters will nut Hag, but, 1 can assure 
him, his impertinent speech will produce 
quite another result. Ho has made ifcno- 
cessary for us to take our stand upon our 
rights, and to call upon tho directors of 
the hospital to support us in vindicating 
the undenominational character of the 
institution. If the Bishop or any of his 
clergy had made overtures to divide the 
services with us, we would have made 
every possible concession in the interests 
of peace ; but, as it is, wo will be com- 
pelled to take care of the interests of our 
own Hocks lest thoy should be left,— pour 
dissenters, — to the tender mercies of 
Mr. Taylor. From tho nature of Mr, 
Taylor's remarks, 1 would suppose him 
to be very young and very lately out 
from England, and, as his Bishop lm3 
not thought lit to enlighten hi in, 
I will endeavor to save him from again 
exposing his ignorance of his true posi- 
tion as a minister of the Christian body 
choosing to be known by tho utterly mis- 
leading title of the Church uf England, 
There can bo no Church of England, 
strictly speaking, out of England. Wo 
have no church in Canada endowed and 
established by law, and, therefore, in 
Canada, there aro no dissenters, and to 
apply that term to any body of Christian 
people is as senseless as it is impudent. 
Mr. Taylor is as much a dissenter as I 
am ; he dissents from my views and I 
dissent from his ; but this assumption of 
superiority is ten ridiculous in view of 
tho present position of the various de- 
nominations in their relation to one an- 
other.

THE TEA MARKET. 

According to the Canada Grocer, of 
Toronto, low grade teas are getting 
scarcer, and the demand for them is 
growing. Low grades green are nut to be 
had; low grade Japans can be got hut 
only by paying well fur them. Tea that 
sold last year at 15 to IHc cannot lie got 
now under 20c. l ilacks are plentiful and 
cheap, and are falling in for a part of the 
trado that has to be foregone in greens, 
and to some extent in Japans. Even the 
concession of prices will nut ensure the 
receipt of Japans. Wholesalers make 
their contracts to supply customers, hut 
often fail t:i get stock when prices are 
good., The enquiry for Indians continues 
good. The rallying power of the mar- 
ket noticeable last week has since been 
more fully dispensed, and in London the 
public sales have gone oil' with increased 
spirit at almost daily advancing rates. 
The quantity offered has been largo, 
comprising a butter selection of teas.

A MENDICANT POLICY. 



The Hon. Wilfrid Laurier has spoken 
on tho trado situation. Ho delivered a 
.speech at Abbotsford in the Eastern 
Townships on tho 8th inst. lie does not 
take to heart the rebuil's which his party 
ht»B received from tho Congress of the 
United States. Ho evidently thinks it 
conaistout with the dignity of a Canadian 
statesman to beg the people of the 
United States to trade with them freely 
•NJiately after they have replied to 
imnu -res of his party by raising the 
the overtu. -dian products to such an 
duties on Cans- ' thecs are prohibitory, 
extent that some o. «»ucii an uoneigh- 
Sueh an emphatic and . lagtw, present 
borly reply would, in moat » -, a8ri } or „ 
a repetition of the request, at L -^Hcify 
time. But Air. Lauvier, in his cap 
"aa leader of the Liberal Party, has no 
urido, and, we grieve to say, very little 
self-respect, for he has made tho urgent 
solicitation of unrestricted reciprocity 
from the people who have just given him 
and hia party so curt and so emphatic a 
denial. 1" the abstract of his speech, 
vbich appears in the Toronto Globe of 
the 8th, he is made to say : 

"The policy of the Liberal party, in 
bo far aa it concent tho relations of 
Canada with the United S,ates. is <>r 
rather continues to be an adhesion to the 
principle ofton laid down by them, that 
every consideration <f education, blood 
and 'material interest points to a com- 
mercial alliance between the two 
countries. The policy involves lull and 
absolute reciprocity, not only in natural 
products, but also in manufactured 
articles, without any restrictions what- 
ever. When the Liberal party comes 
into power it will send commissioners to 
Washington, according to the principle 
affirmed by tho Cartwri-ht resolution of 
1888, to proposu a mutual agreement by 
which there will bo free trade along the 
whole line, doing away wi h restrictions 
vexatious and detrimental to both 
countries alike, and removing the custom 
houses that go so far to cause friction be- 
tween two countries designed by nature 
to exist side by side in friendly relations 
Reciprocity was his policy, and he would 
urge it till success came." 

Si) tho Liberal Party, if it has any 
pride, is determined to put it in its 
pocket, and go hat in hand to Washing- 
ton to beg for unrestricted reciprocity. 
This is a singular position for a party 
composed of men of spirit and men of in- 
dependence to take. Besides, it is a 
very unusual thing for a party to make 
the successful carrying out of its policy 
contingent on the will of a foreign na- 
tion. By that very act it makes its coun- 
try a kind of dependant on that nation. 
Let ua suppose that Mr. Lauriergoos to 
the country on tho question of unre- 
stricted reciprocity by tho grace of tho 
United States. Tho intelligent elector is 
naked, " Do you vote for reciprocity ?" 
His reply is, ." Can you givo us recipro- 
city?" Of course the answer must be, 
" No." Then he, if he is a sensible man, 
will ask : 

" Why do you ask me to vote for what, 
if you aro returned with over so great a 
majority, you cannot give mo and the 
rest of tho electors who support you at 
tho polls ?" 

The situation iB embarrassing, for then 
tho Liberal is obliged to say, "wo will 
givo you reciprocity if Americans arc 
willing to grant it." 

14 Will you guarantee that tho Ameri- 
can people will be willing to have unre- 
stricted trade intercourse with us it your 
party is in a majority after the olectinn I" 

The Liberal, if ho is honest, must say 

that ho cannot do that, for there are 
many Americans who declare that they 
will not extend to Canadians the privi- 
leges of United States citizens in mutters 



of trado unless Canada joins the Union, 
and whether thoso are or aro not a ma- 
jority of the electors, it is impossible for 
any ono to say with certainty. Our 
opinion is that they aro, or can easily be 
made a majority. 

As all know, United States eitizons aro 
very jealous indoed of their trade privi- 
leges. Their policy is now, and has been 
for a long time, nut to allow the foreigner 
to participate in these advantages. They 
protect by very high duties everything that 
can bo raised or manufactured in the 
United States, and watch foreigners of all 
nations with a jealous eyo lest they get 
tho better of them in matters of trado. 
It ia abundantly evident that they nuiko 
no excoption in favor of Canada, and 
what has the Liberal party to 
offer them that is likely to 
prevail upon them to change their 
policy i Simply nothing. They have al 
ready offered them unrestricted recipro- 
city and their offer has not been enter- 
tained and there is not the slightest 
reason that Mr. Lnurier's begging com- 
missioners would receivo an answer in 
any respect more favorable than was tho 
other clay given to the overtures made 
by Mr. Laurier, Sir Richard Cartwright, 
Mr. Goldwin Smith, Mr. Wiman and all 
the other Canadian advocates of unre- 
stricted reciprocity, who have- been 
working so hard for years to obtain an 
expression of opinion from Congress in 
favor of the policy they advocate 

Mr. Laurier's policy is open to these 
objections among others : It is not con- 
sistent with the respect which Canadians 
owe themselves to sue for what the 
Americans have shown in tho clearest 
manner they are unwilling to give : 

It is unwise and unstatcsmanlike to go 
to the country on a policy which the 
party advocating it cannot carry out if 
they are returned to power. 

It is, to say the very least, improbable even 
if tho people of Canada were si. foolish as 
to givo Mr. Laurier a majority on tho 
strength of a peradventuro that the 
American would consent to unrestricted 
free trade. 

There are the best reasons for behov- 
ing that the Americans would, whon 
asked t . > reciprocate with Canada in mat- 
ters of trade re/use to do so unless Cana- 
dians consented to political union. Are 
tho Liberals prepared to make annexa- 
tion a plank in their platform ? Unless 
they are it i3 quite evident that it is foolish 
for thoin to advocate reciprocity, restric- 
ted or unrestricted, before they know 
what the other party whose consent is 
necessary to tho arrangement is willing 
to do. As far as is now known, the only 
j soAidition on which the Congress of the 
" I uitasl#t*tes will consent to the oxten- 
\ *f awsjfcricted free trade to Can- 



what Sir John Macdonald proposes to do 
and what tho Mi' istor of Finance and 
the Minister of Justico advise. If the 
legislation of tho United States takes 
from Canadians a market for some of 
their products tho host and wisest thing 
they can do ia to look out for now mar- 
kets for those products, and to turn their 
attention to new industries. Tho worst 
and tho most foolish thing thnt they can 
do is to get angry, and in thoir anger to 
do what is calculated to completely close 
the United States market to all their pro- 
ducts, for that would ho the result of a 
war of tariffs. 

Wo are glad to see that tho Dominion 
Government does not contemplate retal- 
iation, and that it has 'taken so early an 
opportunity to announce its determina- 
tion.

TBS BEST POLICY. 

The tariff legislation of *.hc Americans 
has made some CVadi«P« nngry. They 
believe that it has been drawn up in a 
spirit of hostility to Canada, or with tho 
view of starving the people of the Do- 
minion into annexation. They think that 
Canadians should do their best to bo even 
with tho Americans in this matter of 
tariff legislation. They should return 
blow for blow, tax for tax, This is na- 
tural, but it is not wise. There should 
be no feeling iti business, neither friend- 
ship nor hostility, neither partiality nor 
jealousy. 'The man of business lias no 
place for any but business considerations. 
If it suits us to trado with the Americans 
we should trade with them, no matter 
how they feel towards us. If we can 
make money out of them, it is business 
to embrace the opportunity, whether 
they like us or disliko us, are kind to us 
or unfriendly. If they choose to stop 
dealing with us that is iheir own affair 
If they don't understand their own true 
interest, why should we be angry and 
refuse to deal with them when dealing 
with them is convenient and profitable ? 
It is a very foolish thing to think of re- 
taliation merely for the gratification of a 
feeling of vindictiveness. It is simply 
cutting off the nose to spite the face. This 
is the most senseless of all surgical opera- 
tions. 

Tho Minister of Finance is evidently 
of this opinion, for in a speech which ho 
made a few days ago m the city of St. 
John ho said 

" 1 do not think our course should bo 
ono of resorting to retaliation. Whatever 
else may have underlaid tho McKinley 
hill 1 do not believe it went on the lines 
of retaliation for what Canada has done. 
It rests upon the deeper principles which 
were spoken of by Sir John Thompson. 
Do not let us retaliate in return, but if 
there be adverse legislation in tho Mc- 
Kinley bill which puts the work of the 
people of Canada in jeopardy, anil if any 
interest so affected can bo helped by 
legislation, this government proposes to 
doit. (Applause.) Let US go tin longer 
sighing for favors from thoso who will 
not give them to us, but let us do as wo 
have done in the past on the principles 
and under the policy I have outlined ; 
pursue an independent course which in 
the first place finds our country prepared 
for such apt niggle, and in tho next place 
gives ua confidence to hopo that we will 
como out unscathed and uninjured from 
the trial which is said to await us." 

This seems to us to be the proper 
spirit with which to meet tho new trade 
policy of tin- United States. It is con- 
tained in tho common saying in which 
there is a world of true philosophy : "Lot 
us make the host of a bad job." 



Those who think the pooplo of tho 
United States tho freest and the happiest 
under tho sun would do well to enquire 
into their condition. They would then 
find that the most, grinding and exasper- 
ating tyranny can exist in a country 
whose institutions are free. An example 
d£ tho tyranny attempted and practiced 
in the " land of the free "is given in tho 
New York Herald of the 8th mat. Mr. 
II. Walter Webb, ono of tho Vice-Presi- 
dents of tho New York Central, has 
issued a circular forbidding the employes 
of that great corporation to belong to tho 
Knights of Labor. Tin's tho Herald 
very properly considers an infringement 
on the rights of the men as American 
citizens, and it wonders that Mr. Chaun- 
cey Depew, the President, permitted 
such an abuse of tho power of tho em- 
ployer. It then goes on to say : — 

" Why a great corporation, existing by 
the grace of the Commonwealth and gov- 
erned by an experienced statesman, 
should invite tho isnue, passes compre- 
hension. The people aro tired of it ; 
tired of government methods under which 
the rich grow richer and the poor poorer ; j 
under which, as in Pennsylvania, tl 
jurisprudence of the State is fashioned to 
tho needs of the Pennsylvania railway 
under which nine-tenths of the inhabit 
ants of New York are daily taxed to pay 
the thefts involved in iho 'watering' of 
the elevated railway ; under which our 
telegraph system has been milked, wat- 
ered and lobbed by the greatest financial 
pirate of the age ; under w hich wo have 
a tariff in the interest of trusts and 
monopolies ; under which presidents are 
elected by four hundred thousand dollar 
subscriptions from men who grow rich 
over the sufferings of the starved and 
starving poor." 

This is, indeed, a dreary catalogue, 
and shews that freedom is merely a name 
to hundreds of thousands ia the United 
States. It requires a great deal ef read- 
ing and experience to be able to realize 
the full signiticence to the poople of some 
of tho abuses set down in the above list. 
But it is not hard to glean from it that a 
" privileged clpsa " exists in the United 
States, and that the government aid its 
members in fleecing and oppressing the 
people. 

TUE CANADIAN INDIAN. 

A magazine, hearing tho title "Tho 
Canadian Indian," has been started under 
the auspices of the Canadian Indian 
Research Society. The object of the 
periodical appears to be to extend and 
cranio an interest in the Canadian In- 
dian. What is his histoiy 1 Will 
anthropological research throw any light 
upon his origin, his habits and his mode 
of living I What is to be his late ! Dow 
is ho to be helped / These, we inf( r 
from the contents of the magazine, are 
the questions to which its contributors 
will endeavor to find answers. It is 
much to be regretted that the Canadian 
Indian who has been long in con- 
tact with civ 'ligation is not a very inter- 
esting specimen of the genus "homo." 
He has few recognized virtues, and ho is 
addicted to some vices which do not 
make his companionship agreeable, lie 
may have capacity, but he is not often 
either intelligent or communicative 
His condition, if he is improvable, is not 
very creditable to the people on whom 
has devolved tho duty of civilizing and 
Christianizing hi in. Whether tho sur- 
vivors of the race can be ra sed in tho 
scale of civilization much higher than the 
place they now occupy is to many very 
doubtful. They are rapidly diminishing 
in numbers, and it does seem as if they 
were destined, at no very distant period, 
to disappear from the face of the 
earth. This is to be deplored, 
but can it bo hindered ? Civilization 
does not seem to agree with the Indian. 
Ho does not adapt himself to tho new 
conditions of life. His constitution be- 
comes weak. It may ho possible that 
this is the result of unwise treatment, 
but the men who know how to treat tho 
Indian in tho intermediate stage between 
barbarism and civilization are very few 
indeed. It is to bo hoped that tho good 
and able men who form tho Canadian In- 
dian Research and Aid Society may find 
some way of arresting tho decay of the 
race, and of transforming the Canadian 
Indian into a useful, an intelligent and a 
hardy momber of a civilized community.

Victoria flour Mill.

They have now in the storeroom 7.">0 
tons of wheat, the greater part provincial 
grown, which is of decidedly better quality 
than that imported from the other Bide of 
tho line. The new mills have a guaranteed 
capacity of 200 barrels per diem, but will, 
probably, exceed that output by o0 or 100 
barrels.

OA PP. DIX0.YS CASE 

To ho ItVsamaa In tins Supremo Court this 
Evening, Before the OUlel Justice. 

In the Supreme Court this evening the 
adjourned ease of Cupt. Dixon of tho 
steamer North Pacific will again be culled. 
As this action possesses several features of 
peculiar interest, a brief resume of tho 
principal points will no doubt be in order, 
rile case, as outlined, is as follows: Tho 
twenty-one Chinamen primarily interested 
were residents of Victoria, holding registry 
certificates, and attempted to procure an 
entry to the United Stales. In this they 
failed and were sent hack to Victoria, 
where the customs' authorities denied them 
a landing, they having neglected to procure 
return certificates as provided by the official 
rules. It was also contrary to Canadian 
law for them to land even on payment of 
head tax, ns the tonnage of tho North 
Pacific, being only 350 tons, would not per- 
mit her to bring 21 Chinese emigrants. At 
this stage of the case the Chinamen sought 
legal advice, claiming that their resident 
certificates were genuine, and Capt. Dixon 
was, upon a writ of habeas corpus, ordered 
to produce them before the Chief Justice. 
The custom's people claimed that by leav- 
ing the province in the manner they did, 
the Chinamen had forfeited the certificates 
originally granted them. The writ was 
served upon Cipt. Dixon late ut night, and 
he, not knowing what it was, did not 
read it until the next morning, when the 
steamer was on her way to the Sound. 
The Chinamen, who had been in charge of a 
United States marshal during the trip, 
were landed at McNeil's Island, and, on his 
return to Victoria, the captain appeared 
before the Court and explained why he bad 
failed to comply with the writ at the pro- 
per time. He was told to produce the 
Chinamen this evening, and their produc- 
tion would be accepted ill mitigation of the 
contempt. Whether he will lie allowed to 
do go by the Customs is an open question. 
The authorities of that branch of the public 
service tire merely carrying out their regula- 
tions, which, however, conflict with the 
order of the Chief .Justice. In connection 
with' the writ of "habeas corpus," the 
question has arisen whether, in the present 
case, any such process can apply, its objects 
having no rights either as British or 
American citizens, being, in fact, contra- 
band, according to the contention of the 
Customs authorities.

accidentally knocked it against the wall 
and it exploded, killing William Hines, 
John Hemphill and J. Piuacle instantly, 
and injuring 10 others. 

Fnlltcer Retires. 

New Yokk, Oct. 14.— Tho World to- 
morrow morning will sny editorially : 
" Yielding to tho advice of his physicians 
Mr. Joseph Pulitzer has withdrawn 
entirely from tho editorship of tho 
World. 

" Tho entiro control of the World has 
been invested in ono executive power ; 
one of it3 principal editors who has been 
long in its service and who has conducted 
?t iu tho absence of its chief. 

"There will be no change of the 
methods, or principles, or politics. The 
World will continue to bo guided by the 
ideas of the men who made it what it is." 

Treasure Trove. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 15. -The 
sealing schooner Helen Blum arrived to 
d.iy, with a good showing from a cruise 
in tho north. She caught 48 otter and 
oil geala and disposed of tho latter in 
Sanak. At the latter place, a consider- 
able quantity of wreckage of the Oneida 
was washed ashore. Among it were l'Sb 
tael tins of opium and 400 Mexican dol- 
lars. One of tho crew secured tho opium, 
buried it in the sand, and entered into 
negotiations with tho boss Chinaman of a 
c ninety to tako tho stull' off his hands at 
£4 per pound, When arrangements had 
been concluded, he went to deliver the 
goods, but they wero gone. Another of 
the crew had found tho opium and stored 
it safely under the Sanak church and 
then entered into business with the 
Cinnamon. When ho had concluded his 
arrangements ho found that the stuff had 
boon removed. Some of the crew had 
observed his movements and got away 
w'th it. It: was thought that the stuff 
had been shipped her.-, and word was 
sent to the collector of customs to be on 
the look out for it. Tho opium has not 
.since been seen. 

New Harbor llelcucc Itnm. 

Washington, Oct. 15.— Plans have 
boon completed for a twin-screw, arnior- 
platod, harbor defenso ram, upon the de- 
sign of Roar Admiral Amnion, U.S.N., 
authorized by tho act of congress of 
March 2, 1889. The vessel is designed 
upon the longitudinal and bracket system, 
with an inner bottom extending ftoui the 
collision bulkhead to the stern. Tho ves- 
sel is to be submerged to lighting trim by 
means of 14-inch Kingston valves, ono in 
each transverse water-tight compartment 
of tho double bottom. The only projec- 
tions above the armor deck are the con- 
ning tower, smoke-pipe, ventilators, 
hatch coamings and side beams, upon 
which tho bouts are supported. The ves- 
sel has no armament and is to rely en- 
tirely upon ramming for her defense 
power.

Nr.w Yokk, Oct. 15. An Ottawa (Ins- 
patch says : There appears to have been, 
lis if by mutual understanding, a general 
attack with threats of retaliation againat 
the United States upon the part of the Con- 
Bervntive8 of Canada all along the line. The 
government press of the Dominion is plow- 
to tako any important step where the policy 
of the administration i3 concerned, except 
under instructions from Ottawa. It is gen- 
erally lietieved that a mandate has gone 
forth to prepare the people of Canada for 
such remodeling of the Dominion tariff dur 
ing the approaching session of parliament 
as will meet the MoKiuloy hill on its own 
ground. Tho Mail, the organ of Hon.

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COFFEE INEBRIETY. 



Effects of tlio "Cup Which Cheers" When 
I'aett Id Excess. 

Remrtrldnff, that the "cup which 
cheers" has boon so long believed to ho 
the most fitting substitute for tlio ono 
which "inebriates," a writer in the Lon- 
don Standard remarks that it is "a little 
alarming to find that Dr. Mondel, of 
Berlin, has como to a contrary conclu- 
sion. So far from helicving that two 
ponco off tho pound of tea or coifee will 
reduce tho 'drink bill,' tho researches 
of this eminent physiologist go far to 
provo that by permitting tho poorer 
classes to buy moro of theso stimulants 
tho cheapness will conduce to the 
spread of what ho has described as 
'coireo inebriety,' a form of intoxication 
which very frequently leads to tho more 
alarming, but not actually moro danger- 
ous, form produced by alcohol. 

"The studies upon which he founds' 
those conclusions wore made in all parts 
of Germany, but moro particularly upon 
women of tho working population in and 
about tho groat gun factories of Essen. 
Iloro wages are high and omployment 
constant, so that the mechanics' wives 
have no difficulty in buying as much of 
their favorite stimulant as they desire. 
This takes tho shape of coffee. The 
quantities many of them consume are 
enormous. Largo numbers of women 
uso on an average a pound per week, 
and some of tho men drink considerably 
more, besides supplementing it at odd 
times with boor and wine. Tho result 
is a widespread form of neurosis to 
which Dr. Mendel has ventured to ap- 
ply tho name of 'inebriety.' It is a 
true form of it; approaching in both 
kind and degree to delirium tremens, 
for tho whole nervous system is de- 
ranged, if not utterly ruined. To tho 
gayety produced by indulgence a pro- 
found depression of spirits succeeds, 
coupled "with frequent headaches and a 
sleeplessness which in time assumes tho 
.character of an almost Incurable in- 
somnia, a distressing complaint in it- 
self, and naturally tho advance guard of 
a host of other evils. 
^"Fora briof space it is relieved by 
another strong dose of eolfee. But as 
soon as the clleots of this die away the 
symptoms return with increased vehe- 
mence. Tho muscles become weak and 
trembling and the bands shake when at 
rest in a manner resembling the semi- 
paralysin ' of a confirmed drunkard, 
whose nervous system has been shat- 
tered to its center. An increasing aver- 
sion to labor and any steady work is 
noticed. Tin; heart's action becomes 
rapid and irregular, and palpitation, 
with a heavy feeling in the precordial 
region, makes its appearance. Last of 
all comes dyspepsia of the most persist- 
ent character and of an extreme nerv- 
ous typo, rendering tlio life of the cof- 
fee tipplor a burden to himself and to 
all around him. In many cases acute 
rosacea is common, showing that, the 
skin and tho entire system of which it 
forms ho important a part have been 
poisoned, and. as in the case of alco- 
holism, arc incapable of performing tho 
f functions proper to them. 

"In tho course of his studies Dr. Mon- 
del found very few instances in which 
the confirmed coffee drunkard was ever 
cured. The symptoms constantly grow 
worse, and are only to bo relieved by 
largo quantities of tho beverage the 
abuse of which hascauscd them. In this 
• way tho victims go from bad to worse. 
. For though well aware of the mischief 
boing wrought they suffer so severely 
that they are afraid to abandon the 
habit lest death should end the 
agony they experience. After begin- 
ning with the agreeable infusion of tho 
roasted berries they aro driven, in their 
search for something moro powerful, to 
swallow the tincture, which, though it 
operates for a time in tho direction de- 
sired, soon loses its efficacy, and has to 
bo swallowed in greater and greater 
quantities, the evil infiuenco of the cof- 
feo being, of course, heightened by the 
alcohol used to extract its essential in- 
gredients. When brandy is taken only 
temporary relief follows, though nol in- 
frequently tho intoxication produced by 
tho latter is eagerly welcomed in order 
to deaden the anguish caused by the in- 
ordinate indulgence in the former. 

"The last stage of this peculiar dis- 
ease shows itself in tho sallow face and 
chilly hands and feet ol tho victims, 
coupled with an expression of dread and 
agony which settles over i he counte- 
nance— a form of melancholia, alter- 
nated by hysteria, only to be tempo- 
rarily relieved by repeated applications 
to the coffee pot or to a strong tincture 
formed by steeping tho crushed berries 
in spirits of wine. Meantime, the 
diseased state of the body is demon- 
strated by the acute inflammation which 
is apt to supervene at any moment. A 
bruise, a out, a prick or a sting, which 
in a healthy person would scarcely ho 
noticed, is tho starling point for inflam- 
mation of an erysipelatous character, so 
t hat it seldom happens that the coffee 
inebriate is long-lived."
